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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
FOR THE YEAR 2003 


The year 2003 was a year of celebration for the Town of Mont Vernon with the town 
celebrating its Two Hundred Year Anniversary. The Bicentennial committee, co-chaired 
by Dawn Lyon, Zoe Fimbel, and Jav Wilson and with the help of many volunteers, 
created a calendar of events, with one event scheduled each month of the year with a 
fireworks grand finale occurring on December 15". 


The town also has been awarded a government gorant for the sum of One Hundred Eightv 
Two Thousand Dollars ($182,000) from the Federal Government for the purchase of a 
new Fire Department tanker truck. In order for the town to qualify and apply for such 
grants many hours of research and grant writing must first occur. We would hike to take 
this opportunity to thank Tony Immorlica for his time and efforts related to obtaining this 
grant. 


One of the major challenges still facing the town is the town’s rate of growth and the 
burden it places on the town’s infrastructure and subsequent tax rate. Capital 
improvements for the town are projected and planned based upon expected growth rates 
and when the srowth rate is accelerated we place additional pressure on existing town 
and school services. 


The Mont Vernon tax rate rose to $29.54 up $1.64 from the previous years rate of $27.90. 
The tax rate for the town is set based upon budgets that are approved during the annual 
town and school district meetings. If vou want a say in what gets approved for the town 
and school budgets it is important that vou attend these meeting. It is interesting to note 
that many more people attend the town meeting than attend the school district meeting 
considering that most of the monies, collected in taxes, are spent to support the town’s 
schools. 


Mont Vernon is a small town and many of the town’s job functions are staffed with 
volunteer help. Many residents volunteer their time and effort by serving on the various 
boards (planning board, conservation commission, zoning board, etc.) and without their 
help the town could not function. 


There are many roles one can volunteer to perform and I want to take this opportunity to 
encourage everyone to participate in any area of interest. Mont Vernon is a wonderful 
community and a great place to live. but will only remain so if the people who live in 
town get involved and participate. 


For the town folks already participating in the various boards and committees, thank vou 
for your time and effort! For the folks who are not, we need your heip!

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Mont Vernon Conservation Commission 
2003 Report 









Have you seen your tax bill? Most of us have a sense that residential tax revenues 
fail to pay for the community services required by those residences. The Conservation 
Commission decided to put some hard numbers to that assumption by initiating a 
Cost of Community Services Study (COCS). The report generates a ‘tax income to _ 
services expense ratio’ by land-use type; residential, commercial /industrial, and open 
space. We have almost zero commercial-industrial land use, so here are the two 
ratios you need to consider: 


Open Space 
$1.00: $1.03 | $1.00 : $0.08 


What this means is that we spend $1.03 for every dollar we take in from residential 
land use. Better put, for every $10,000 in property tax and other revenues the town 
receives from residential land use, it spends $10,300 to provide services. Other the 
other hand, we spend Jess than a dime to provide services for each dollar we receive 
in revenue from open space. Clearly, open space pays its way in Mont Vernon, and 
we would argue that in fact open space subsidizes the costs associated with residential 
development in town. For this reason we are asking that revenue that is received 
from the Land Use Change Tax be directed to the Conservation Commission rather 
than into the General Fund. 











As always, nearly all of the efforts of the Conservation Commission this year have 
been aimed at preserving open space: 


e We purchased an easement on the Purgatory Watershed property for $10,000. | 
Thanks to everyone who contributed to their effort, and especially to Joanne 
Draghetti and Barry Salussolia for their tireless devotion to that cause. 


e We paid Dave Hall $4,800 for an option on his view lots so that the town 
could vote on whether to acquire those parcels. This parcel was listed in the 
2000 Master Plan as one of the top ten scenic views to preserve. 


e We spent $2,200 to have an appraisal conducted on an important 60+ acre 
parcel of land along Route 13 that abuts Lamson Farm. At Town Meeting the 
town will have the chance to vote on purchasing the land and saving it from 
imminent residential development. 


e We have developed an open space committee charged with identifying 
funding methods and criteria for the purchase of open space in order to q 
preserve Mont Vernon’s natural resources. . 


In the coming year we are planning to search for more valuable and available parcels, 
as well as develop a stewardship plan for managing the property that currently falls — 
under our jurisdiction.

This past year has seen several changes at our library. In March we welcomed 
Cindy Raspillar as a new trustee, replacing Judy Brophy who resigned. Our library

MacDonald, our Children’s Librarian, to the new Library Director. In June, Jeanne

new members of our staff. The staff, both former and present, is certainly the major 
reason for the great work we do in serving the population of Mont Vernon. They are 
devoted to our library and work tirelessly under difficult working conditions.

The library has been a busy place this year. We currently have 13, 501 books and 
materials for loan in our building.

The 
staff filled 102 inter library loan requests, which is one of the highest numbers in the 
Hillstown group.

You 
will be hearing much more about this as we work into 2004. Please come to our 
informational meetings and lean about our new plans. Help us as we help the town to 
build a library that is large enough and accessible for all our residents.

TANKER-PUMPER GRANT 

Last year, the Department applied for a grant through FEMA [Federal 
Emergency Management Agency] for the purchase of a tanker-pumper. We 
were notified in December that our grant had been approved. The grant award 
was in the amount of $182,700.00. At town meeting the Department will be 
asking to withdraw funds from the capital reserve account as part of the 
requirement for this grant. This grant will greatly improve your Department’s 
ability to respond to an emergency with a modern tanker-pumper. The 
withdrawing of capital reserve funds will require a vote at town meeting, we 
hope you will support this warrant article. 


Reporting an Emergency | 

To report a fire or other emergency, dial 911 or 673-3131. The Town of 
Mont Vernon is part of a five-town dispatch center called MACCBASE. For all 
non-emergency requests, you can contact the station at 673-1383 anda 
Department official will return your call. 


Outside Burning Permits 

State Law requires a written permit for any outside when there is no snow 
on the ground. To obtain a permit call the fire station 673-1383, or contact Chief 
Kevin Pomeroy. Incinerator permits are no longer being issued. Those burning 
without a permit are in violation of state law and can be held responsible for the 
cost of extinguishing the fire, cost of damage to property, and fined up to $2,000. 





Fire Prevention 

Fire Prevention activities are mainly held during the month of October 
when the Department teaches fire safety to the Kindergarten to 3" grades. This 
year Captain Sean Mamone and Deputy Chief Jay Wilson instructed and 
demonstrated fire department equipment. It is important, whether you have 
battery operated or an electrical powered fire alarm system that it is fully 


operational. Each home should have an emergency escape plan and spare 
flashlights.

The Department responded to two automobile accidents requiring 

extrication; a two alarm building fire; explosive material standby; the follow is a 
breakdown of the incidents we responded too.

Fire Station Evaluation 

The Fire Station Evaluation committee will turn in their report of the 
station’s condition to the Selectmen in January. This committee was formed last 
year as a result of the station structural integrity survey that was conducted in 
2002. Some of the findings that are the most serious factor was the lack of 
structural integrity due unreinforced cinder block and snow load bearing capacity 
of the roof was 25 to 30 pounds. The committee agreed with the architect and 
engineers that spending large amounts of money to fix the existing building was 
impractical. The committee did recommend taking action with the issues that 
relate to safety and code compliance where possible with a warrant article. 


Bicentennial — 2003 

Last year was a busy and fun time for the entire town. The Bicentennial 
programs were great and well put together. During Old Home Days, the 
Department appreciated all that attend our pancake breakfast and dance, it was a 
great day with only a couple of minute’s rain. Thanks for your support.

Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands cooperate to reduce the risk of wildland fires in New 
Hampshire. To help us assist you, contact your local Forest Fire Warden of Fire 
Department to find out if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Fire 
permits are mandatory for all outside burning unless the ground where the burning is to 
be done (and surrounding area) is completely covered with snow. Violations of the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors 
punishable by fines up to $2,000 and/or a year in jail, in addition to the cost of 
suppressing the fire. 


A new law effective January 1, 2003 prohibits residential trash burning. Contact the 
New Hampshire Department of Environmental Services at (800) 498-6868 or 
www.des. state.nh.us <http://www.des.state.nh.us/> for more information. 


Help us to protect you and our forest resources. Most New Hampshire wildfires are 
human caused.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT COMMITTEE REPORT January 12, 2004 


History 


At Town Meeting in March 2003, the voters authorized “the Board of Selectmen to 
appoint a 5-person study committee to research the Fire Department’s building needs and 
to make recommendations on how best to address the issues identified during the 
structural analysis evaluation performed in 2002.” (Quoted from Warrant article #22.) 
The group appointed by the Selectmen included: Chief Kevin Pomeroy as the Fire Ward | 
representative, Mike Fimbel as the Selectman representative, Alan Hazen, Hedley 
Parsons, and Anne Dodd as the three Town residents selected at large. 





The committee members were given copies of the Fornataro Architecture December 2002 
Report of Conditions and Recommendations for the Mont Vernon Fire Station in Mont | 
Vernon, NH, prior to the first committee meeting on May 28, 2003. The committee 
elected Kevin Pomeroy as Chair and Alan Hazen as Secretary. The committee met 10 
times. 





Process 


A review of the architect’s report indicated that a complete tour of the facility would be 
most helpful in our evaluation of the conditions and recommendations. This tour was 
conducted following the first formal meeting. 


————— 


The committee decided that the best approach to the task would be a spreadsheet that 
enumerated each of the issues, assigned a priority, and provided an estimate and date of 
recommended completion. The categories for priorities were determined to be: personnel 
safety and health, environmental protections, and Code compliance as well as issues 
related to function. 


So —- 





Summary of Findings 


The architect and engineering reports made it clear that there are major problems with the 
building and the report recommended abandoning the building within two years. The 
most serious factor in that recommendation was the lack of structural integrity due to 
unreinforced cinder block masonry construction of the exterior walls. [See Foley and 
Buhl Report dated 11/25/02, page 2] Also, evaluation of the ground snow load bearing 
capacity for the station was estimated to be 25 to 30 pounds per square foot. At the time | 
of the report, the building Codes required new roof construction to be rated at 47 to 51 
pounds per square foot. This has since been modified after study by the US Army Corps 
of Engineers to require 75 pounds per square foot ground snow load in Mont Vernon 
[F&B, page 2]. In addition, the building was constructed before Seismic Code 
requirements were adopted and its ability to withstand a seismic event is doubtful given 
the large openings in the East wall and the unreinforced exterior walls [F&B, page 3]. 
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The dimensions of the vehicle bays have required the custom fabrication of new 
equipment, as the bays are not deep enough or tall enough to accommodate state of the 
art trucks. Requirements for an.enclosed seat for every rider have lengthened the trucks’ 
cabs considerably. No more are firefighters allowed to be hanging off the sides of the 
trucks en route to a fire. New trucks are also much taller than before because of four- 
wheel drive and top mounted equipment. Our newest fire truck was designed to fit the 
station, not the task. The Station dimensions are not adequate for the needs of the Town 
Fire Department. 


Parking space at the Fire Station is limited and must be shared with other Town activities 
and activities at the McCollom Building and the Mont Vernon Congregational Church. 
On a number of occasions, this leads to a problem for our volunteer firefighters. 


Committee Recommendations 


A spreadsheet that lists all the items noted in the architect and engineers’ reports is 
attached. It indicates the priority, costs, and a date by which the committee feels the 
issue should be resolved. We have provided as much information about costs and the 
feasibility of the repairs/replacements as we could obtain without a budget for 
professionally derived estimating. We have relied on the good will of our talented Town 
residents involved in the building trades to provide these budget numbers. They should 
not be considered quotes to perform the work. 


There are items listed for which we could determine no reasonable solution. Perhaps an 
architect could be employed by the Town to further study these issues, but we felt it 
unwise to make such a recommendation. We have also noted items that were 
exorbitantly expensive given the recommended reduced life span of the building. 


The committee agrees with the architect and engineers that allocating large amounts of 
money to fix the building’s problems is impractical. However, we understand that 
justification and approval of funding for replacing the facility will take time. We 
recommend that issues related to safety and Code compliance (where feasible) be 
addressed by the Town within the timeframe noted on the spreadsheet. We recommend 
that the design process for a new Fire Station begin in 2005 so that a new station could be 
built by 2009. 


We recommend that a warrant article in the amount of $14,000 be included in the 2004 
Warrant to address items shown as Code, Fire Code, Safety, Environmental, and Health 


_ issues be corrected in the year 2004 as detailed on the spreadsheet.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 
2003 


WINTER MAINTENANCE 
There were thirty three storms in the 2002-2003 winter season with 172 
inches of snow along with 4 minor ice storms. This was a very long winter 
commencing in late November 2002 through mid April 2003. The department was 
forced to work a substantial amount of overtime hours to ensure safe road 
conditions for travel throughout the town. There was approximately 2,500 yards of 
sand and 350 tons of salt used during this period. | 


SUMMER MAINTENANCE 

The department began with routine spring cleanup of town building and 
properties as well as sweeping of the roads. Most gravel roads were graded, raked 
and rolled four times throughout the spring and summer months. The annual road 
side mowing was conducted as well. 

There were several strong wind storms which knocked out power at various 
locations throughout town this year, with it came several downed trees and endless 
mb debris all of which were cut and cleared following each storm. 

The department replaced 9 culverts throughout town.and had 4,000 yards of 
1 % inch crushed gravel made this spring. It was applied to Old Wilton Road, Tater 
Street Extension, Gavin Road, Secomb Road, Cross Road and various sections of 
Brook Road. 


McCOLLOM BUILDING ADA PROJECT 
The department assisted in the construction, repairs and painting of the porch 
with the hired contractor. This included the placement of a wheel chair lift as well as 
replacing the front door entrance to conform to the ADA requirements. 


ROAD REPAIRS AND PAVING 

The Francestown Turnpike received much attention this year having 3,800 
feet rebuilt and reclaimed as well as adding gravel and regarding. Several feet of 
under drainage was installed and three culverts were replaced. Thanks to Granite 
State Concrete of Milford, the town was able to save approximately $15,000.00 in 
gravel costs as they donated it in assisting the reconstruction of this roadway. 
| The entire section of gravel on Wilton Road was paved, as well as 3,500 feet 

of Tater Street and 600 feet of Weston Hill Road. 
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ROAD PAINTING 
There were double yellow lines painted on Old Wilton Road, Tater Street, 
Kendall Hill Road, Brook Road, the Francestown Turnpike and Beech Hill Road by 
the department. The crosswalks are scheduled to be painted in the spring of 2004 
due to insufficient time this past year. 


TRANSFER STATION 
The department experienced a good year at the site and wish to thank the 


public for their patience and understanding during our busy and sometimes trying 
times. We appreciate the continued support of recycling.

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MONT VERNON PLANNING BOARD 


The planning board's time remained in demand throughout 2003. The approved 
subdivisions resulted in 7 new residential lots, compared to 27 in 2002*. This number 
is deceptively low, however, when one considers that applications underway at the start 
of 2004 include approximately 75 proposed new residences. Actual building slowed this 
year; 15 building permits for new houses came through in 2003, compared to 28 in 
2002. 

In addition to the action list that follows, the board considered a wide variety of 
topics during the year, including transfer of development rights, elderly housing, ! 
updating the population and housing chapter of the master plan, non-residential site plan 
review language, circuit riders, town road specs, and in-law apartments. Whether topics 
were set aside or acted upon, the board's goal was always to serve the best interests of ‘ 
the Town. | 

In March of 2003, the voters passed an impact fee ordinance. Since then, the board | 
nas been steadily taking the steps necessary to take advantage of this new tool. Fee 
schedules had to be created. These required costs and square footage of future | 
buildings.. That data required many hours of research and discussion by the Highway | 
Garage Study Committee, the Fire Station Study Committee, the Library Expansion 
Committee, and representatives from the Nashua Regional Planning Commission. i 
Meanwhile a revised Capital Improvements Program, a necessary prerequisite, was 
created and numbers were plugged in from all departments in town. At the time of this 
writing a hearing is scheduled for the acceptance of the Capital Improvements Program, 
and fee schedules are ready to go to the Selectmen for approval. We hopeto seethe 
first impact fees roll in in time to help relieve the town of the costs of development 
looming over us. 

The board acknowledges Tony Immorlica, who volunteered his time and expertise 
on the updated Capital Improvements Program. 

On the ballot this year, voters will find one proposed "housekeeping" amendment to 
the Town's zoning ordinance. In I-304.5(b) and (c) of the Multiple Soils Districts 
Within Lots section, the term "net land tract" appears, a term which is not defined in the 
zoning ordinance. Town Counsel advised the board that this undefined term at best 
confuses the meaning of the ordinance, and at worst renders it meaningless. The board 
agreed to solve the problem by asking the voters to change the term “net land tract" to 
“not less than." 

We were sorry to see long-time planning board administrative assistant Sally 
Benjamin step down from her post in July. She kept things running smoothly for the 
board from behind the scenes for 5 years. Sally built on and completed the task of 
entering our entire zoning ordinance book into a word processing file, a painstaking and, 
much-appreciated task, and organized our filing system. She has been generous with 
_ her time since July in training her replacements and pinch-hitting as minutes-taker.

Property taxes committed to the Tax Collector for collection in 2003 were 
$4,374,317$42,146.49.00. Of this amount, 95% had been collected by December 
3162003; 


Of the $42,146.49 in Current Use Change Taxes committed to the Tax Collector, 
77% have been collected. 


There are no Timber Yield Taxes outstanding. Actual Yield Taxes committed to 
the Tax Collector by the Selectmen were $5,227.76 for 2003. 


Of all the outstanding amounts from all years on the Tax Collector’s books at the 
beginning of 2003, together with the amounts for the current year, 92% have been 
collected as of December 31, 2003. A single parcel in town which has been 
labeled a Brown Field accounts for a large part of the uncollected property tax 
amount. 


All property with unpaid year 2001 taxes will be subject to deeding to the Town 
as of April 30, 2004. 


Interest on liened taxes is set by state statute at 18% per annually. Interest on 
delinquent property taxes is 12% and on unpaid Current Use Tax, 18%.

Reflecting back on all the special events, we recognize that we reached the objectives that - 


we set several years ago when we embarked upon the planning of the celebration—to 
include and embrace all ages and interests, town clubs and organizations. We hope that 
our townspeople had a good time, learned more about the history of Mont Vernon, 
experienced some nostalgic traditions while establishing some new ones, and bonded 
with their fellow townspeople. 


The photos that appear throughout this Town Report captured some of the special 
moments. Events included: “Flannel and Fritz” spaghetti dinner with guest speaker Fritz 
Wetherbee, a soup and sledding party, “The Moooving Story of Mont Vernon” presented 
by the fifth graders and directed by Nancy Sandahl, a town meeting lunch, and swing 
dancing with the Temple Band. Chief Mark Schultz held a contest to design a new 
uniform patch for the Mont Vernon Police Department, which was won by Dawn Lyon. 
Summer events included a Purgatory Falls picnic and walk, a classic car show, and 
Recreation Commission-sponsored Town Tournaments. Old Home Days Weekend in 
August was a fabulous success. American flags donated by the Wilkins family adorned 
Main Street, while Governor Benson marched in our big parade. There were special 
family activities, 4-H demonstrations, a Fun Run, Fire Department breakfast and dance; 
Purgatory Pie Contest, a pig roast, and a special church service. Fall events featured 
Lamson Farm Day with a Barn Dance, “Celebrate Seniors” program, and a Veterans Day 
observance. The year culminated on December 15, our official birthday, featuring over 
100 cakes contributed by townspeople to create our giant tapestry birthday cake, speeches 
by dignitaries, and a magnificent fireworks display. Our mascot, Veronica the wooden 
cow made an appearance at every event!

Financially, spending for the bicentennial events was well within budget. On March 11, 
2003 we were voted $45,787 for our year-long celebration. At year end we had spent 
$35,996.05 and returned to the general fund revenue of $7,298—for a net cost of 
$28,698.05. This was due in part to the wonderful volunteers who contributed both time 
and money for the monthly programs, and, also fundraising efforts and adherence to the 
budget by the committee members.

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Milford Area Communications Center 


2003 was an eventful year for the Milford Area Communications Center in both 
operations and structure. Operationally, the Center remained staffed with a 
complete complement of full-time dispatchers for almost the entire year. This 
represented a savings in both the expenditure of overtime to cover open shifts, and 
in training costs associated with bringing new personnel up to speed 


The Town of Greenville withdrew from participation and chose to go elsewhere for 
emergency dispatching services. The remaining five towns of Amherst, 
Lyndeborough, Milford, Mont Vernon and Wilton entered into a revised five-year 
inter-municipal agreement that insures those communities of emergency 
communications services via a centralized dispatch center. In addition to the 
restructuring of the area agreement, the Governing Board of the Center recognized 
the immediate need for modernization of equipment and included sufficient funds 
within the FY2004 budget to initiate the lease-purchase of state-of-the-art 
‘equipment. When the new equipment is installed and operational it will allow the 
Center to expand in scope thereby further enhancing the services that it can provide.

The Nashua Regional Planning Commission (NRPC) provides 
transportation, land use, environmental, mapping and data planning 
services to twelve communities in the greater Nashua area. NRPC stands 
ready to assist its member communities with any issue of concern. We at 
the NRPC are grateful for the participation of Mont Vernon’s NRPC 
Commissioners: Mike Fimbel and Vicky Arico. The following is a 
summary of our accomplishments for the period encompassing July 1, 
2002 to June 30, 2003. More detailed information about these projects 
and NRPC's activities can also be found at www.nashuarpc.org. 


Land Use and Environmental! Planning 


NPRC provides technical assistance on land use and 
environmental issues to planning staff, planning boards and conservation 
commissions for all of its member communities. 


- Provided extensive technical assistance to the Planning Board on a 
number of issues. 

« Assisted the Planning Board with the development of an Impact Fee 
Ordinance and illustrative schedules. 

: Updated the “Population and Housing” chapter and Appendix A of the 
Town's Master Plan to reflect 2000 census data. 

- Provided assistance to communities with applications for the Land and 
Community Heritage Investment Program (LCHIP). 

= Completed a “Census 2000 Profile” detailing relevant 2000 census 
information for all communities in the region. 

- Conducted a planning board workshop on Phase II Stormwater 
requirements. 

- Conducted three workshops for planning board members with the 
Department of Environmental Services: shoreland protection, 
wetlands, and energy efficient cities and schools in New Hampshire. 

= Monitored residential sales in the region, databased these sales, and 
produced quarterly reports that detailed sales trends by community. 
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Transportation Planning 


NRPC, as the designated Metropolitan Planning Organization 


(MPO) for the region is responsible for developing and maintaining the 
region's transportation planning program. This includes soliciting, 
prioritizing and making recommendations on regional and local 
transportation projects that are funded through Federal or State sources. 
NRPC is responsible for developing the region’s portion of the State’s 
Transportation Improvement Program (STIP), maintaining the regional 
traffic model, and performing required air quality analyses. In addition, 
NRPC MPO funds are used to provide municipal technical assistance on 
transportation issues. 


Continued to update and maintain the regional traffic model. The 
model forecasts growth in traffic throughout the region, and enables 
NRPC, NHDOT and consultants to evaluate the effects of proposed 
transportation projects. 

Conducted automated traffic recorder counts at over 150 locations 
through the region during the course of the year. The Nashua Area 
Traffic Count Summary is published annually and is distributed to local 
officials. 

Surveyed all new roads in the region by community and collected 
information including width, number of lanes, miles of Class V roads, 
and other pertinent information. This information is used to determine 
local allocations for block grant funding. 

Advocated for and continued to be a key participant in the State’s 
efforts to extend commuter rail service to the region. While the project 
has experienced significant setbacks, we are monitoring the situation 
carefully and exploring other alternatives. 

Completed and adopted the region’s Long Range Transportation Plan. 
Made significant progress on three regional transportation plans: 
transit, bicycle and pedestrian, and intelligent transportation systems 
(ITS) architecture, all of which required the development and 
coordination of major data sources. 

Assisted member communities with applications for the Congestion 
Mitigation and Air Quality (CMAQ) and Transportation Enhancements 
(TE) programs through the NH Department of Transportation. 

Began the process of developing local traffic models for each 
community using the TRANSCAD program. This program is much 
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more sensitive than the current regional model and will replace it when | 
implemented by June 2004. | 


Began the process of implementing the UrbanSim modeling too!. The 
program, which completed by June of 2004, will enable land use 
modeling capabilities that will become an invaluable tool for master 
planning and development review. 

Studied transit needs in the community during the process of 
developing the NRPC Regional Transit Plan. 

Assisted town in the development of a Transportation Enhancement 
funding application for view shed preservation along NH 13 south of 
the town center. 


Geographic Information Systems 


NRPC continues to maintain a diverse collection of GIS data 


including local roads, real property parcels, zoning, land use, and 
environmental conditions. This data is used in general mapping analysis 
for local and regional projects. 


Provided general maintenance of the regional GIS system, including 
new parcels, roads, protected conservation lands, zoning changes, 
trails, social welfare providers, major employers, and other baseline 
data for each community in the region. 


Published new base maps detailing soil, water and forest features for 


use in the Regional Environmental Planning Program, Phase 6 
resource inventory. 


Mapped real estate transactions for the year 2002/03 to maintain a tool 
for monitoring housing sales trends. 


Prepared Census data in GIS form for regional and/or local reports. 


Completed study of changes In agnCHuOr land use in the Nashua 
Region from 1974-1998. 


Developed a database of historic mill buildings region wide.

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Report of The School Board Chairman 
2003 Mont Vernon School District 


The year of 2003 has been a year of educational growth and challenges. The 2004/05 budget 
has one major increase and that is the roof. 


At the March, 2003 school district meeting, the town instructed the School Board to hire an 
architectural and engineering analysis of the Village School which would inform the town with 
the respect to safety, efficient and useful school facilities. Kyle Barker of Jordan & Barker 
presented the Building Performance Study Report for the Mont Vernon Village School. It was a 
very comprehensive report which concluded that upgrades to the building would be a good 
investment. The major concerns are the roof and drainage. 


The Village School was issued an “Approval with Distinction” through 2007 because of its 
continued high level of test score achievements on the New Hampshire Improvement and 
Assessment Program Testing. Congratulations to the students, parents and teachers for their 
continued support in the school’s educational goals. 


The school population continues to maintain slow growth. There were 246 village school 
students when school opened on August 27, 2003. Mont Vernon has it largest Kindergarten class 
of 39 students. The largest population of Mont Vernon students is in the upper grades (5" and 
6"). The Board will continue to watch the fluctuations in the school student population. 


The recent accomplishments at the MVVS is that the Board accepted the FLAP Grant bringing 
Foreign Language Program for both French and Spanish; accepted the K-12 English/Language 
Arts curriculum: sidebar with the MVEA to the Collective Bargaining Agreement calling for 
teacher participation in school professional development on Late Start Days; advanced math 
program is going strong; established a study committee to examine multi-age or grade 
consolidation; established two curriculum coordinators for Science/Math and English/Social 
Studies; an inventory and a plan to replace or upgrade the computers in the Village School lab; 
looking into computer curriculum and maybe a math camp with the high school students; and 
approved a third-grade job-share proposal. 


The Adopt-A-School Program initialed by Governor Benson had its first business partner with 
Mont Vernon. Ina show of community spint and generosity, the Nashua Saturn dealership 
owned by Bob Swartz donated, financed, and installed a renovated and refurbished MVVS 
playground. The board expresses their appreciation for this generous gift, made possible by Bob 
Swartz and the Nashua Saturn dealership team. 


The Mont Vernon PTA provides numerous educational events and fund raising activities 
which include many documented hours of volunteerism. This volunteerism provides the students 
with many interesting and exciting new ways of learning. 

The Board also appreciates the dedicated support that the community gives to the educational 
process in our town. The community’s support, understanding, and life experiences offer our 
children and grandchildren a wonderful and exciting educational opportunity.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE MONT VERNON 
SCHOOL DISTRICT 


This is my fourth Superintendent’s Annual Report for the Mont Vernon School District. In 
2003, the Village School continued its ascent to excellence in student learning, educator 
professional growth, community engagement, and school building improvement, although 
advancement in this last area too often seems like “one step forward, one step back!” 


Student Learning 


Village School students in every grade showed both high performance and good progress this 
past year. In the Spring of 2003, Village School students achieved distinction on the state- 
mandated tests, NHEIJAP. Overall, the NH Department of Education declared the school to 
be making “Adequate Yearly Progress,” a component of the federal law known as “No Child 
Left Behind.” 


Sixth graders in 2003 scored 260 in the English/Language Arts test, which was 9 points 
higher than the state average, and was the 6™ highest score in the state. In the Social Studies 
subtest, Village School 6" graders in 2003, scored 258 — ten points higher than the state 
average, and the 8" highest score in New Hampshire. Sixth graders in Math scored 3 points 
above the NH average at 255 (12™ highest score) and 27% af Village School 6” graders 
achieved advanced scores. In chee: 6° graders had the 15" highest score in the state (243) _ 
and 39% achieved advanced scores. 


Third graders also performed well on the state tests, scoring 265 in the English/Language | 
Arts test, 4" highest score in the state, and 8 points above the New Hampshire average. On 
the Math portion of the test, Village School aC graders scored 262, ten points above the state 
average, and 11" highest among all the districts in New Hampshire. State tests are not given - 
to third graders in Science or Social Studies. 


Our students also perform well in academic areas that are not measured by state tests. ] 
Teachers continue to be the best assessors of student learning, and Village School students — 
are maintaining progress towards high achievement of ambitious standards in all academic 
subject areas. Congratulations to our students, and commendations to them and to their 
teachers for the wonderful learning that is the hallmark of the Village School. 


Faculty and Staff , a 


The Fall of 2003 saw the arrival of “late start” days at the Village School, a school board- 
approved schedule whereby once a month, students arrive 2 hours later than usual, and é 
faculty meet in the school to develop new techniques and strategies for improving their q 
instruction and assessment skills. Special commendations are in order for Ann Forrest, who 
also serves as chairperson of 

the SAU 39 Professional Development Committee, for her work with Principal Bob St. Cyr 
in coordinating these efforts. 
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This year also witnessed the Village School’s first “job share’ arrangement. Meg Batten and 
Nicole Desrosiers co-teach a grade 3 classroom, dividing their time equally in the classroom 
and collaborating with each other in a highly-organized and well-orchestrated schedule of 
lesson plan, parental contact, and student assessment sharing. Students adapted quickly to 
the two-teacher arrangement and have progressed satisfactorily through the curriculum under 
this plan. The arrangement seems to be working well, and will be further evaluated at the 
end of the year. 


The school welcomed two new classroom teachers, Peter Varney (grade 5) and Jennifer 
Cheifetz (grade 6), to the faculty in September 2003. 


Community Engagement 


In the Fall of 2003, Mont Vernon resident Bob Swartz and his Nashua Saturn Dealership 
made a significant donation to the school in the form of a brand new playground. The new 
multi-purpose structure was completely paid for by Mr. Swartz’s generosity, and installed by 
a crew from the dealership and by parents of Village School students. The school board, the 
administration, and the faculty are all grateful for this magnanimous gift and improvement to 
the school. 


The PTA, under the able leadership of Carol Fortin, continues to provide excellent two-way 
communication between home and school. The newsletter, The Falcon, is filled with timely 
information and valuable school related data. The district is very grateful to the PTA for all 
the assistance and support it provides. 


Facilities 


The school board had prepared a Warrant Article, which the voters supported in March 2003, 
that funded the services of an architect to assess the Village School as a school facility. In 
December the firm of Jordan & Barker reported that the building remained a good choice for 
continuing as a school, but that the roof needed considerable attention and probably 
replacement, and the drainage around the building needed to be re-engineered. The board is 
considering an article for the 2004 warrant that would secure the services of structural 
engineers and that would fund the replacement of the roof and perform other site 
improvements. 


Summary 


Despite the challenges of an aging facility, the school remains a vibrant, caring, and exciting 
place to learn. The schoo] board maintains sound stewardship, and the faculty, staff, and 
principal provide outstanding educational opportunities. 


Factors in my personal life have led me to not seek the continuation of my contract as 
Superintendent after June 30, 2004. It has been a distinct pleasure to have served the Mont 
Vernon community and to have helped support the board, the administration, the teachers, 
and the staff in their work. ] have been moved and inspired by the development of the Mont 
Vernon students and by the caring ways in which they are being raised in this town. I have 
been proud to be your Superintendent. I will think often of Mont Vernon and will miss this 
extraordinary school. Please accept my most sincere best wishes for continued happiness and 
learning.

Student Learning

of the Critical Study Group (CSG) process. This would not have been as successful © 
without the late starts that afforded us the most necessary resource to start such an 
endeavor—time. For the first time, teachers and staff members are able to meet in a 
collegial and safe environment for the specific purpose of looking at student work with 
trained coaches. Members of the staff who normally have had little contact with each 
other have valuable input into the learning process as well. Teachers have engaged in 
peer observations more this year than in any other year. Lesson planning and sharing has ~ 
increased along with a sense of renewed energy toward professional growth. Another 
area of success is the process of the curriculum mapping that will emerge as a valuable 
tool for use in the CSG process, when examining student work. This has been the most 
rewarding work I have had the privilege of witnessing and participating in. With the 
help of Steve Zadravec, Assistant Superintendent for Curriculum and Professional 
Development, teachers in Mont Vernon are learning to use the software and see their 
work in “real time” to begin reflection, analysis and practical use in the second phase. 
Additionally, Steve Zadravec was able to acquire the World Language Grant for our a 
students to begin learning French and Spanish in grades one through four. In 2003, Mont 
Vernon students continued to improve on the NHEIAP test; third graders also performed _ 
very well in comparison to other NH third grade students. Not one Mont Vernon student — 
in third grade scored in the novice area in Language Arts. The sixth grade students 
continued to rank among the top ten in the state. 





Teachers 


In June of 2003, we said “farewell and thank you” to Rosemary Curtis, who retired after 

thirty-two years as an outstanding teacher of young children. -s 
New faculty in the fall of 2003 include Jennifer Cheifetz (grade 6), Peter ae a (grade 7 
5), and Nicole Desroiser (grade 3 half time job share with Megan Batten). 
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Building Issues 





The year 2003 has witnessed an extraordinary number of building maintenance issues at 
the Village School. During the third week in December, school was closed due to roof 
leaks in several areas of the building. A decision was made by the school board to 
temporarily wrap the roof in a specially designed tarp, which resulted in its installation 
during the holiday break Children returned to a safe, dry building on January 5, 2004. 
The school board and the administration continued to work collaboratively toward lasting 
solutions to be presented at the March School District Meeting of 2004. The entire 
school board and the parents who attended special meetings deserve special mention for 
the way in which these challenges were dealt with. The school board was very supportive 
during a difficult time for all. Each member of the board treated all who were concerned 
with professionalism, support, reassurance, and caring when responding to the many 
inherited problems. I am grateful to them. 


New playground equipment was installed via the courtesy of the Saturn Dealership of 
Nashua. Mr. Swartz gave willingly of his time, money and his team to help install the 
new “state of the art” playground that awaits our children and townspeople during school 
and on weekends. Thank you Mr. Swartz! 


Volunteerism 


We continue to reap the rewards of an incredible PTA Organization and the volunteer 
program. This is an integral part of the Village School’s success and cannot be 
overlooked. Under the direction of Carol Fortin, communication has improved among 
parents, teachers, and the administration, along with constructive feedback and follow- 
through. During this school year, Dawn Gregory established the Stage Curtain Fund and 
has collected close to $2,000 in donations. Thank you Dawn! 


I congratulate all the students who did so well on the NHEIAP, and I commend the staff, 
current and past, for helping to prepare them so well. 


Overall, despite the challenges and changes, the Village School continues to operate as a 
vibrant and caring school, one that values the development of every one of our students.

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MINUTES OF THE 
MONT VERNON SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING 


MARCH 11, 2003 


Approximately 150 people gathered in the multipurpose room of the Mont Vernon 
Village School on March 11, 2003 at 7:30 p.m. for the annual School District Meeting. 


Moderator Peter Hayden called the meeting to order at 7:30 p.m. and led the voters in 
the Pledge of Allegiance. Andrew Dean gave the Invocation. Mr. Hayden read the 
warrant, and read aloud his rules for proceedings, which were also available for 
everyone present in handout form. The procedures were basically Robert's Rules of 
order but Mr. Hayden pointed out that he would not accept motions to reconsider or 
table, and would also not accept amendments to amendments, and asked speakers to 
keep comments to 3 minutes. He stated that anyone might challenge his rules now or 
during the meeting. 


Mr. Hayden then introduced the School Board: chairperson Pamela Coughlin, David 
Giulianelli, Timothy Allen, Bill O'Brien, and Peter King; the Budget Committee: 
chairperson Susan Swartz, Paul Apple, Mike Fimbel, Scott Foster, Barbara Millar, Bill 
O'Brien, Peter Savo; Superintendent of SAU #39 Dr. Michael Ananis, Assistant — 
Superintendent Michael Galan, and Village School Principal Robert St. Cyr. 


ARTICLE 2 To hear the reports of officers, agents and auditors, and to take 
action with reference thereto. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli seconded. 
Coughlin then commented that on page 9 of the school section in the 
Town Report (Report of the School Board Chairman), the school 
population for June 2002 is listed as 268, but should be 239. — 


The voters passed Article 2. 


ARTICLE 3 To see if the school district, pursuant to RSA 189:28-a II, will raise 
$80,000 to offset an unanticipated general fund deficit in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 2003, said deficit caused by the unanticipated 
increase in the number of educationally disabled students requiring 


program placement and other related services, emergency repairs to y 


the Village School, unanticipated increases in the number of Mont 
Vernon students tuitioned to Amherst Middle School, and 
unanticipated legal expenses. The school board supports this 
article. Majority vote required to pass. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli seconded. 


for a drainage system to drain water away from the building, 2 and the 
need to replace carpet in one classroom. Peter Savage asked if the water 
damage in the school was due to work being done improperly. King ~ 
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ARTICLE 4 


responded that the damage was not a failure in the heating system, but 
due to years of patchwork fixes, and the fact that volunteer groups 
created holes in the ceiling while running wires.

The voters passed Article 3. 


To see if the school district will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $3,283,176 for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
school district officials, and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of said district; and to authorize the application against 
said appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be received 
from the state and federal government, together with other income, 
the School Board to certify to the Town Selectmen the balance 
between the estimate revenue and the appropriation to be raised by 
taxation. The school board supports this article. Majority vote 
required to pass. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli seconded. 


Coughlin stated that she wished to clarify the Board's policies regarding 
mailings, in response to a mailing that she received on Monday. She 
read parts of the Mont Vernon Board Policies BBAA and BCA, the 
basic points being that "board members have no authority except at 
board meetings” and that board members strive to "take no private 
action that will comprise the board or administration, and respect the 
confidentiality of information that is privileged under applicable law or 
is received in confidence or non-public session." 


Dr. Ananis then gave a presentation. Projected cost per pupil of $6,742 | 
is down $37 from last year. Biggest hikes in the budget are tuition to 
Amherst Middle School 22.8% and 21.5% Special Education. Two 
major increases are 40.8% Amherst Middle School tuition and 25.6% 
Special Education. Biggest tax impacts are deficit appropriation and 
capital reserve fund. Projected tax rate of $17.02 is up $1.21 from last 
year. 


Eileen Naber asked for clarification of bottom line of operating budget, 
as the printed warrant in the town report didn't match the handout or 
slide presentation. One of the materials was operating budget only. 
Coughlin pointed out that the Board intends to amend the bottom line. 


Gerry Griffin asked for clarification of what Coughlin was referring to 
when she read the mailing policy. Coughlin responded that a school 
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board member sent out a mailing as an individual, not as a board 
member. Bill O'Brien asked if she was referring to his mailing. She 
responded yes. Bill O'Brien noted that his mailing to the voters did not — 
claim it was from the school board, and defended his right to 
communicate to voters as an individual. Carol Fortin, PTA President, 
suggested that it would have been clearer that he was writing as an 
individual if he hadn't included "Member, Mont Vernon School Board" 
after his name. 


Pam Coughlin moved to amend Article 4 to $3,133,176. David 
Giulianelli seconded. The voters passed the amendment. 


Line 10-1100-112-100 Salaries - Teachers 


Tim Allen gave a thorough presentation on the collective 
bargaining agreement. The average staff member's benefits represent 
29.6% of their compensation. There are 16 regular teachers and a 
retirement payment for 1] retiring teacher. In comparison to 12 
neighboring communities, Mont Vernon is not competitive in the 
minimum Bachelor's-degree-level teacher's salary category; 2.4% was 
added to repair that, at a cost of $1,489. This year all step increases 
were straight-lined so that it will be easier to make budget projections 
for the future. The bottom line increase was $39,861 or 5.68%. The 
retiring teacher will either not be replaced or replaced at a lower salary 
level, resulting in a projected $10,629 savings. Total impact: $29,232 or — 
4.17%. 


Now speaking as an individual, Allen outlined 5 different 
alternatives to retaining two teachers. 


Kim Roberge stated her opposition to Allen's inclusion of his 5 
alternatives with the school board presentation handout and overhead 
slides, although she would love to see people from the audience come 
forth with 3-minute presentations next year. 


Patrick Steenhoek, resident and Amherst Middle School teacher, : . 
commented that he would rather see the board make staffing decisions, __ 
not the townspeople. 


Line 10-1100-330-100 504 Expenses 4 


Peter King, speaking as an individual and not from the School 
Board, moved to amend this line to $500. Kim Roberge seconded. 


Peter explained that this line is for things some children need, 
such as pencil grips, special keyboards, magnifying glasses, etc. Bill 
O'Brien added that the initial proposal was $1,000 but the specific uses _ 
were never defined; he feels funding this line item will only allow it to- 
grow every year henceforth. 

The voters passed the motion to amend this line +$500. 
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Kim Roberge moved to restrict reconsideration of line 10-1100- 
112-100 Salaries -Teachers. Gerry Griffin made a point of order, saying 
that this motion isn't applicable to a line item, by state law. The voters 
passed the motion to restrict reconsideration. 


Tim Allen moved and Eileen Naber seconded, to vote on 
whether the motion to restrict reconsideration is out of order. He 
appeals the decision of the moderator. Mr. Hayden states that the ruling 
stands. Tony Immorlica asked if there would be discussion. Hayden 
responded that he didn't think reconsideration was discussable, but 
would look it up at Immorlica's request. Immorlica agreed. Being 
unable to find a conclusive answer, Hayden opened the discussion. 


Tony Immorlica noted that the Teachers Salary line is one of the 
largest budget items, and we might want to reconsider it. Bill O’Brien 
noted that there was no motion to reconsider. Mr. Hayden stated that 

~ once we are done with a line item, we are done with it. O'Brien found 
the motion to restrict reconsideration out of order, as we are still 
amending line items, not yet voting on the bottom line of this article. 


Al Ryder stated that he would rather hear a discussion of the pros 
and cons of replacing two teachers, not a parliamentary parry. Gerry 
Griffin added that the DRA may require us to hold another meeting if 
we make a procedural error; you can't restrict reconsideration of this line 
item; let there be a debate. 


Mr. Hayden then rejected the motion to restrict reconsideration 
and asked if anyone wished to amend line 10-1100-112-100, but 
repeated his policy that once we have addressed a line item, we are done 
with it. 


Line 10-1100-112-100 Salaries - Teachers (again) 


Bill O'Brien moved to reduce this line item by $90,440. Tim 
Allen seconded. 


O'Brien referred to one of the voters’ handouts, which addressed 
minimum standards. The standards don't have to be met in order for the 
Board of Education to approve our school, he said. Allen outlined a 
proposal to replace two teachers with two teaching assistants, so a team 
of one teacher and one teaching assistant would supervise 28 students. 


Mr. Hayden asked for a withdrawal of the motion, because it 
impacts two separate line items. O'Brien withdrew the motion and 
moved to reduce this line to $87,904. Allen seconded. 


Carol Fortin stated that 25 or less students require a full teacher - 
If this passes we won't be an approved school and won't get aid. She 
referred to a voter handout. 

David Giulianelli added that the School Board debated this 
option. Speaking as an individual, he doesn't see enrollment dropping 
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off enough to justify dropping teachers. The proposed budget results in 
two classes with 14 students, but this is not unreasonably low. NH Dept. 
of Education class size recommendation for grades K-3 is 18. He added 
that a multi-age classroom situation might work, perhaps next year. 


Barbara Millar noted that the Budget Committee supported the 
proposed budget 6-1 - The early primary grades especially deserve fewer 
students per class. 


Tony Immorlica commended O'Brien and Allen for taking a 
stand - The budget increase is terribly high this year, numbers don't 
mean quality, supported the amendment. Selectman Peter Savage asked 
the voters to keep their tax bills in mind. 


Steenhoek stated that 28 kids in a Grade 2 class is a nightmare, 
and forces curriculum to be limited. Pointed out that we need to stay 
competitive with neighboring schools. 


Several others spoke against the motion, pleading for quality of 
education. 


Zoe Fimbel asked how many kids and teachers are in classrooms 
throughout the day. Principal St. Cyr responded that aids work within 
the regular classrooms in an inclusionary setting. Sometimes there are 
two adults per class. 


Anne Dodd moved the question. Eileen Naber seconded. The 
voters moved the question. 


The motion to reduce the salary line failed. 


Sheryl Porter pointed out that this line item represents a 
relatively large tax impact. Al Ryder asked for rational arguments on 
how many teachers we need; what if we get more students this year? 


Tim Allen moved to reduce this line by $33,176. Bill O'Brien 
seconded. 


Allen explained that he felt the school was overstaffed. He 
added that the argument that the school wouldn't be approved is 
misleading. Bill O’Brien asked the voters to take this opportunity to 
decrease the budget. 


Kim Roberge spoke against the motion, saying the 11.86% 
increase 1s due to Special Education costs and tuition to Amherst Middle 
School. She insisted the school won't be approved with 28 students per 
class. 


The motion to reduce the line by $33,176 failed. 
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Kathy Dobbs moved to restrict reconsideration of this line item. 
Mr. Hayden stated we are going through the budget line by line, and 
when we are done, we are done. Last call for amendments on this line. 


Mike Fimbel asked the School Board and PTA to come up with a 
multi-age solution. 


Line 10-1100-114-100 Salaries - Instructional Assistants 


Kim Roberge asked why this line was zeroed out. David 
Giulianelli responded that the administration is investigating innovative 
ways to schedule the day so that teachers can have 30-minute breaks 
while still covering recess. As of yet, there is no plan. 


Kim Roberge moved to increase this line from $0 to $8,640. 
Carol Fortin seconded. 


Roberge suggested there must be a liability issue if recess isn't 
probably supervised. . 


Barbara Millar noted that the Budget Committee supported a $0 
amount. Savage concurred. O'Brien suggested a 10 minute increase in 
length of school day would solve the problem; we shouldn't throw 
money at every problem. 


Several spoke in favor of better recess coverage. 
David Giulianelli explained that the $8,640 originally included 
would have funded 3 people, 2 hours per day, at $8/hour. Peter King 


added that the board needed to cut somewhere and this was something 
we can do without. 


Several others spoke, for and against. 


Fortin moved the question. Allen seconded. The voters moved 
the question. 


The motion to increase this line $8,640 failed. 
Line 10-1112-890-000 Deficit Appropriation 
Eileen Naber asked if $80K was included in the bottom line. Dr. 
Ananis pointed out that no, it was a separate warrant article. as is the 
Capital Reserve Fund money. 
Line 10-1210-112-100 Salaries-Special Education 
Peter Savage asked if the special education floater was still there 
and at what cost. If the law doesn't mandate it, he said, we shouldn't 


have to fund it. Pam Coughlin responded that this Instructional 
Assistant provides support services to 26 students from grades 4, 5, and 
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6 from 8:15 AM - 3 PM. Savage asked if the law requires this staff 
person. Kathy Skoglund, Director of Special Ed Services for the SAU, 
responded that the law is based on implementation of IEPs. This staff 
person manages 26 IEPs. He asked if this was a high number - high, she 
said, but not abnormally high. 


Line 10-1220-338-000 Other Special Ed Services 


Peter Savage asked if we were still paying for physical therapy, 
why, and how much. Kathy Skoglund responded that it is for children 
whose physical disabilities limit their ability to function in the 
classroom, $7,500. 


Savage moved to reduce this line by $7,500. Jim Henderson 
seconded. The motion failed.

Line 10-2320-310-100 Mgmt Services 
Al Ryder moved to reduced this line $1. Eileen Naber seconded. 


Ryder argued that this line creeps, and sometimes jumps, up and 
up every year without explanation. O'Brien responded that the Board 
gave the SAU a mandate to cap the increase at 5% this year and they 
stuck to it. Tim Allen added that the SAU budget is set by the SAU 
Board, which is comprised of 17 members from the Mont Vernon, _

David Giulianelli responded that 
this represents a 3% raise for two secretaries and 5 additional hours per

week for 1 secretary. The 5 hours are necessary to help with specialed 
paperwork. Savage asked why it isn't in the special ed line item. Galan — j 
outlined the secretary's time: 4 hours general admin and 2 special ed; 
this year the proposal is to have her do 6 hours general admin, and hirea _ 
part-time special ed person. Sheila Smith spoke in favor of the line as — 
proposed, saying the extra hours are absolutely necessary. David 
Giulianelli said his first statement was misleading; the special ed hours _ 
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are in the special ed line item. Peter Savage asked for justification of the 
extra 5 hours for this secretary and asked what the associated cost was. 


Savage moved to reduce this line by $1,917. Bob Naber 
seconded. The motion failed. 


Zoe Fimbel asked if we added another special ed staff member. 
Michael Galan responded yes, a part-time position, 3 hours/day, no 
benefits. Fimbel protested - we should have been told another position 
was being added. 


Line 2620-435-100 Miscellaneous Repairs 


Peter King moved to increase this line from $5,000 to $20,000. 
David Giulianelli seconded. 


King explained that this line is a catch-all line, but this year we 
have some specific needs which can't wait. 

$6,400 is to replace wet moldy carpet with tile in 4 classrooms 

$6,000 is for modifications to 3 bathrooms to make them 
appropriate for kids, scald-proof 

$2,600 is for miscellaneous items 


King then changed his amendment to $15,000 rather than 
$20,000. David Giulianelli seconded. 


Eileen Naber noted that we have a separate warrant article for 
building inspection; we have a maintenance account with $15,730, why 
not use that? King responded that the non-lapsing maintenance account 
is for exterior repairs. He added that these repairs can't be put off until 
after inspection. 


Tony Immorlica asked for a breakdown of all maintenance 
related items. King responded: 

$2,400 for 2 double interior doors 

$4,200 to move boiler away from other boiler, to make it 
possible to clean it 

$1,800 Rekey building; too many unaccounted-for keys 

$1,800 Security system 

$5,000 Drainage work and floor repairs 

$12,500 Siding replacement on west side, first grade wing 


Griffin asked for clarification whether this motion was the 
School Board's or King's. It is King's. Griffin felt spending was getting 
out of control. When taxes get out of hand, property values drop, and 
noted that new arrivals to town are hurt most. 


Mike Fimbel felt bathrooms should be part of a long-term plan. 


Zoe Fimbel thought maybe the double doors could wait. Savage asked 
other Board members' opinions.

The voters passed Article 5 as written. 





To see whether the school district will vote to raise and appropriate — 
the sum of $10,000 to pay any and all preliminary expenses incurred — 
by the school board relative to the preliminary ‘due diligence’ 
efforts involved in acquiring real estate for a prospective school site. _ 
This appropriation is intended to include, but not be limited to, site _ 
assessment costs, title search expenses, consulting engineer fees and 
similar related expenses typically associated with the preliminary 
evaluation of the suitability of land for its intended purpose. The 
school board recommends passage of this article. This is a non- 
lapsing appropriation and a Special warrant article, as those terms 
apply in RSA 32. Majority vote required to pass. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli 
seconded. a 


Peter King explained that this and Article 7 relate to the purchase 


of a future school site. He gave a slide presentation from the Future 
School Site Committee, whose job it was to find land, not to determine — 
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ARTICLE 7 


what kind of school was needed. 8 prospective parcels were selected. 
The next step is continued evaluation and engineering studies, title 
searches, preliminary site plans, with the goal of bringing a purchase 
proposal before the town next year. 


Peter Savage asked if the $10,000 was additional, or would it 
come from the $50,000 authorized last year. King answered it was 
additional; last year's $50,000 was designated for land purchase. 


After a brief discussion the voters passed Article 6 by standing 
vote, 71-54. 


To see whether the school district will vote to amend the terms of 
the Capital Reserve Fund established at the March 15, 2002, annual 
district meeting which was created for the purpose of ‘acquiring 
land within Mont Vernon suitable for a future school,’ so that the 
procedure for expenditure of said fund that was adopted at that 
meeting, which designated the school board as agents to expend the 
fund by unanimous vote of the school board, would be deleted, so 
that in the future, no expenditures would be made from said fund 
without the vote of the district, in accordance with RSA 35:15, 
(iI)(a). Furthermore, to raise and appropriate the sum of Fifty 
Thousand and 00/100 ($50,000) Dollars, to be added to said Capital 
Reserve Fund previously established. The school board 
recommends this article. Majority vote required to pass. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli 
seconded. 


Peter King explained that this article would correct the language 
from last year's article, and add $50,000 more to the fund. Gerry Griffin 
suggested splitting the article into two parts; language and money. Peter 
King suggested zeroing it out. Griffin would agree to that. 


Eileen Naber pointed out that a vote against this Article would 
not repair the wording. 


Mr. Hayden stated that the voters would first address the change 
in wording, which requires town vote on expenditures from the Capital 
Reserve Fund. Hearing no discussion he called for a vote. 


The voters passed the first sentence of Article 7. 


Peter King moved and Pam Coughlin seconded, to amend the 
Article 7 funding to $0. 


Eileen Naber pointed out that since we can't purchase the land 
with cash anyway, $50,000 from last year is adequate. Ryder and 
Savage agreed.

O'Brien responded no; we have to give | year notice if we * 
want to withdraw from our arrangement with the Amherst Middle 
School. Hayden pointed out that this Article does not commit us for 
future years. Griffin pointed out that Amherst would not have had to 
build on or as soon if Mont Vernon students weren't there. . 


The voters passed Article 8 as written.

ARTICLE 10 To see if the school district will appropriate special revenue funds 
for the support of Federal Projects as follows: $150,000. Such 
funds to be self-supporting through local, state or federal revenue 
sources. The school board supports this article. Majority vote 
required to pass. 


Pam Coughlin moved the article as read. David Giulianelli 
seconded. 


The voters passed Article 10 as written. 


ARTICLE 11 To transact any other business that may legally come before this 
meeting. 


Pam Coughlin presented David Giulianelli with a plaque for his 
3 years of service to the School Board, and praised his long list of 
accomplishments on behalf of the children of Mont Vernon. 

Kim Roberge asked for a directive from the School Board 
regarding public relations. She would like to see improved 


communication between the public and the Board. 


Carol Fortin gave special thanks to the voters, David Giulianelli, 
the well-behaved children and their babysitters. 


Eileen Naber moved to adjourn. Peter Savage seconded. Motion 
carried. 


Mr. Hayden adjourned the meeting at 11:37 p.m.
